"Ukrainian Radio" on the average AM wave frequency of 549 kHz can be 
heard in Dzhankoysky, Pervomaisky districts of Crimea and in the 
territory of the Kerch peninsula. Dmitry Khorkin explained that this 
transmitter is evening, when the sun goes down, and there is no 
interference, the signal is audible far away. It is important that the 
radio can be easily caught, this requires a simple receiver and 
batteries. Recall, on the air of the "Ukrainian Radio" broadcasts 
"Radio Crimea. Reality." 


Earlier, Sergei Kostinsky reported that in the Crimea, "Ukrainian 
Radio / Radio Crimea.

Medium wave 540 kHz with new transmitter system 


On December 1, 2017 at 11.00 clock on the station Solt, 80 km south of 
Budapest, the new transmitter for the medium wave 540 kHz was put into 
operation. With 1680 kW, it generates by far the highest transmission 
power, which is still emitted by a medium-wave transmitter in Europe. 


Supplier of the transmitter system is the Canadian company Nautel. She 
realized a solution with five copies of the strongest single 
transmitter (400 kW) from her program and a parallel switching unit. 


This installation found its place in the existing broadcasting hall. 
This required major conversions, resulting in longer interruptions in 


2016. 


With the exception of the 500 kW strong, now with 300 kW at 1188 kHz 
operated transmission system Marcali, the other medium wave stations 
in Hungary were already equipped in the past decade with new 
Tranistorsendern. At the time, the supplier was the Berlin company 
Transradio. 


Since August 1, 2017 insolvency proceedings over the assets of this 
company are due to insolvency and over-indebtedness. The insolvency 
administrator wants to be authorized by the creditors both for a sale 
of the enterprise as well as an attitude of the business enterprise. 
(District court Berlin Charlottenburg, 36t IN 2479) 


The transmitters installed by Transradio in Hungary include, in 
addition to the equipment that continues to broadcast Magyar R-diU 
programs at 873, 1116, 1188, 1251 and 1350 kHz (at 1188 kHz at the 
second location Szolnok), also transmission equipment for the 1341 kHz 
frequency. 


It was during the extensive shutdowns of the station Solt in August / 
September 2016 was additionally switched on to compensate for the 
significantly lower performance of the replacement operation at 540 
kHz (with greater technical difficulties over old tube transmitters in 
Budapest-Lakihegy and Balatonszabadi near SiUfok). 


The transmitters of frequency 1341 kHz were actually intended for 
Magyar Katolikus R-diU, which had been broadcast on this medium wave 
since 2004. Because of excessive costs Magyar Katolikus R-diU gave up 
the distribution path AM at the beginning of 2011, accompanied by 
clearly articulated displeasure of his audience. 


The transmitter Solt had taken over in 1977 after a construction 
period of three years, the operation of the 540 kHz frequency from the 
Budapest station Lakihegy. The antenna was set up here is a 304 meter 
high mast. 


The 2000 kW strong, consisting of two blocks transmitter system came 
from the company Maschinopriboj in the former Leningrad. This plant 
will remain as a reserve even after the commissioning of the new 
transistor technology, especially since it has been classified as an 
industrial monument since 2013. 


In 1985, this transmitter system was converted to a more powerful tube 
type (GU-88P). In 1987, the Swiss company Asea Brown Boveri added a 
protection circuit and a dynamic carrier control system to save 
electricity (via Wolfgang B,schel, dxldyg via DXLD)

Other 
than that is was another awesome evening in Kona, where the 
temperature was 79 degrees today.

From time to time I call out some of the worst headlines I've ever 
seen about broadcasting in Mexico. And I'd like to present this one on 
a silver platter. 


The dry wire service recaps of IFT meetings are already one level of 
confusion added. They are paraphrases of the press releases, which can 
be full of language that to someone not used to the IFT can just be a 
headache to understand. But when newspapers get a hold of them, they 
get even more confusing. 


El Heraldo de Coatzacoalcos seems to have thought it had found a local 

news story. A new radio station is certainly news!

But a close reading of the meeting agenda does not support that 
reading. Here is the title of the agenda item in question: 


"ResoluciUn mediante la cual el Pleno del Instituto Federal de 


Telecomunicaciones otorga un titulo de concesiUn para usar y 
aprovechar bandas de frecuencias del espectro radioelEctrico, asi como 
un titulo de concesiUn ‘nica, ambos para uso p’blico, a favor del 
Municipio de Coatzacoalcos, en el Estado de Veracruz de Ignacio de La 
Llave." 


OK, so they got a concession for some frequencies and the obligatory 
concesiUn ‘nica. But there are five words I do not see there. Here are 
some of the other agenda items that were plated the same day: 


"ResoluciUn mediante la cual el Pleno del Instituto Federal de 
Telecomunicaciones otorga una concesiUn para usar y aprovechar bandas 
de frecuencias del espectro radioelEctrico para la prestaciUn del 
servicio p’blico de radiodifusiUn sonora en Frecuencia Modulada en 
Ocosingo, Chiapas, para uso p’blico, a favor del Sistema Chiapaneco de 
Radio, TelevisiUn y Cinematografia." 


"ResoluciUn mediante la cual el Pleno del Instituto Federal de 
Telecomunicaciones prorroga la vigencia de dos concesiones para operar 
y explotar comercialmente una frecuencia de radiodifusiUn, para lo 
cual otorga respectivamente una concesiUn para usar, aprovechar y 
explotar bandas de frecuencias del espectro radioelEctrico para la 
prestaciUn del servicio p’blico de radiodifusiUn sonora en Frecuencia 
Modulada y, en su caso, una concesiUn ‘nica, ambas para uso 
comercial." 


"ResoluciUn mediante la cual el Pleno del Instituto Federal de 
Telecomunicaciones otorga a favor de EstEreo PeQasquito, A.C. una 
concesiUn para usar y aprovechar bandas de frecuencias del espectro 
radioelEctrico para la prestaciUn del servicio p’blico de 
radiodifusiUn sonora en Frecuencia Modulada en Mazapil, Zacatecas, asi 
como una concesiUn ‘nica, ambas para uso social." 


What do all three of these have in common that the Coatza item does 
not? This phrase: 


"radiodifusiUn sonora en Frecuencia Modulada" 


If the municipality of Coatzacoalcos was getting a radio station, that 
magic phrase would be in the agenda item. 


What we have here is probably an authorization for frequencies for 
private communications for the municipality, telemetry, or some other 
use like that. These sorts of authorizations do come from the Pleno 
and have been given to municipalities, federal agencies, and municipal 
water systems. They deal with spectrum use, but in more of a 
telecommunications sense than a broadcasting one. 
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After that look into the recent past, we can look into 2018 and the 
excitement of another radio auction. 


Over the weekend, Nicol-s Lucas of El Economista sat down with Alex 

Navarrete, head of the IFT's spectrum unit, to discuss what's coming 

next.

IFT-8, the next radio auction, will likely start up in the second half 
of the year, including the commercial station allotments in the last 
three PABFs (2016, 2017 and 2018, including any new petitions for the 
2018 PABF); stations that had winning bidders but were not claimed in 
IFT-4 (for nonpayment or other disqualification); and other IFT-4 
stations if there is interest. It is worth noting that IFT-8 might 
have happened sooner if IFT-4 had not dragged on so long. 


There will also be another TV auction, apparently. Other matters 
discussed primarily concern new telecommunications auctions and a 
change for short-term use of frequencies for events that is of no 
interest here (Raymie Humbert, Phunix AZ, Dec 15, WTFDA Forum via 
DXLD)

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What we do have info on is yet more new social stations. In one case, 
it's a permit discontinuity, and the other is an ex-pirate. 


According to ORC, Radio Erandi, A.C. (TangancIcuaro, Mich.) and 
Comunicadores de Tancitaro, A.C. (Tancitaro, Mich.) were given the 
green light on December 12. 


The latter is the first radio service in the municipality, which has 
29,000 inhabitants. "Radio Cultural Tancitaro" is an ex-pirate, 
formerly on 107.1, that was forced off the air on June 15, 2016 6 not 
because of a raid, but because lightning struck their antenna. They 
appear to be moving to 105.1.

The former is a permit discontinuity for XHFC-FM, whose previous 
permitholder was Frente Civico Tangancicuaro, Pueblo Unido, A.C. XHFC 
dropped from the permit books this year, and while no supporting 
documents tell us why, my guess is a late or failed renewal of its 
permit in 2012. It almost certainly will not be getting that four- 
letter callsign back. 


There is one final ordinary meeting slated for December 20, which is 
also the final day of business for the IFT this year. 
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Also available are some documents from older meetings giving us two 
callsigns and channels/frequencies.

Juan Carlos Rodriguez and Francisco Javier Gonz-lez Ch-vez 6 want to 
be 100% owners. Because they are Mexican citizens, an MB docket (17- 
360) has been opened up. 


As the licensee name might hint, both of these principals have 

backgrounds in sports broadcasting. Juan Carlos Rodriguez is the 

president of UnivisiUn Deportes

and came to UCI from Televisa Deportes. Televisa Deportes had acquired 
Grupo Estadio, a company he co-founded. 


Televisa Deportes also shows up in the case of Gonz-lez Ch-vez, who is 
the Editorial Director of Televisa Deportes. His bio in Lideres 
Mexicanos

tracks his career from ImevisiUn to Grupo ACIR, through to Estadio W 
radio, where he became the Vice President of Content in 2005. Four 
years later, he became the vice president of Televisa Deportes Network 
and was promoted two years ago. 


The 100% ownership stake proposed is something of a pilot 6 we may see 
other companies minority owned by foreign interests, such as the GRC 
stations in Los Angeles and El Paso, or KCKO Nogales, pursue this in 
the future. However, the principals’ relationship to Univision and 
Televisa could very well raise some eyebrows (Raymie, Dec 21, ibid.)

last FM radio transmitter for Norwayis northernmost counties of Troms 
and Finnmark and for Svalbard on Wednesday, forcing all those keen on 
listening to NRK and other national commercial broadcasters to switch 
to DAB. Both commercial national broadcasters P4 and Radio Norge had 

to turn off their FM transmitters last weekend. 


NRK officials claimed all those who felt compelled to invest in new 
DAB radios now have more stations to choose from overall, with access 
to what they called ithe worldis best radio offering around the 
country.i Not everyone agrees.

OKLAHOMA CITY - An Oklahoma legend is leaving the anchor desk. After 
40 years, Linda Cavanaugh is leaving Channel 4. 


Linda began her career as a reporter/photographer and in a short time, 


became the first female co-anchor of the evening newscasts at 
Oklahomais News Channel 4. 


She has earned more than 30 national awards for her reporting as well 
as twice that many state and regional awards in addition to 15 Emmys 
from the Heartland Chapter of NATAS. 


An Oklahoma native, she has worked throughout her career to better her 
community and the state she calls home. Through her efforts, the first 
hospice in Oklahoma was born. Her documentary, iA Time to Die,i raised 
the seed money that was used to start Hospice of Oklahoma County, a 
non-profit organization that brought home care to the terminally ill. 


Her investigative reports on conditions inside Oklahoma restaurants 
resulted in changes in the law. iBehind Kitchen Doorsi moved lawmakers 
to open the inspection records of the health department so that 
consumers, for the first time, could be aware of violations. 


In the early 90s, she became the first journalist allowed to 
photograph ancient Indian rituals that had been closed to all except 
tribal members. Her resulting 12-part series, iStrangers In Their Own 
Landi brought a sense of understanding and pride to Oklahomais 37 
Indian tribes. 


So, what's next for Linda? 


"If I'm lucky, I've inherited by dad's DNA gene for longevity. If 
that's the case, I have another couple of decades to contribute to our 
state. I intend to take a few months to reboot and then I'll make 
decisions about my future. I never thought I'd find myself anchoring 
news for 40 years. So, I'm sure I'll be equally surprised and 
challenged by whatever comes next. What I do know, is that I'm as 
excited about the future as I am grateful for the past."

But the show is also pointed and packed with 
information from a certain point of view, delivered with flip 
irreverence in what they may hope is the style of "The Daily Show," 
"Full Frontal With Samantha Bee" or "SNL." "Redacted Tonight" doesn't 
proselytize for Russia. It satirizes America. And Lee Camp can be 
devastating.

CAMP: This is the last call on the remainder of the quote, unquote, 
"American dream," Which has turned into a fever dream where you were 
already kind of sick to begin with. So you got whacked out on NyQuil. 


You got snot running down your face. 


JULIA IOFFE: It's very shrill. I mean, Lee Camp is very shrill. 


SIMON: Julia Ioffe, who writes critically about Putin's regime in 
Russia for The Atlantic and other platforms, has seen "Redacted 
Tonight." 


IOFFE: And it just - it looks like, you know, the kind of rantings 
that I would engage in when I was an angry 15 year old. 


SIMON: The U.S. Justice Department ordered RT America to register as a 
foreign agent last month. The BBC and Al-Jazeera, which also have 
American services, aren't required to register. But U.S. intelligence 
agencies call RT America a Kremlin-financed channel that tries to 
disguise its ties, and is part of what they call Russia's state-run 
propaganda machine.

ROOFTOP REVOLUTIONARIES: (Singing) We're all sick, tired and wasted. 


SIMON: We attended a show recording last week with little more than 20 
people in the studio who laughed and cheered when prompted - but 
sincerely.

CAMP: Welcome. Welcome. I'm Lee Camp. Now, let's take the news from 
behind. OK. So in that last segment, I went over how the ruling elite 
are stealing every last dime from the American people. 


SIMON: Lee Camp ridiculed Republicans and Democrats and jeered U.S. 
support for a repressive regime in Honduras. One of the show's 
reporters, Naomi Karavani, did a story on a Berlin exhibit that shows 
how the CIA encouraged abstract art during the Cold War. 


(SOUNDBITE OF TV SHOW, "REDACTED TONIGHT") 


NAOMI KARAVANI: The CIA promoted modern art movements such as Abstract 
Expressionism, including artists like Jackson Pollock, Willem de 
Kooning and Mark Rothko, in contrast with the social realism of Soviet 
painting. And in Central America, the CIA eliminated any recognizable 
self-government. They created more of an abstract government. 


SIMON: We asked Kelly Leonard, executive producer at Chicago's Second 
City, simply, is "Redacted Tonight" funny? 


KELLY LEONARD: It is funny, but there's a problem. When you find out 
that it's financed by Russian television and the Russian government, 
you start to question what's not there. And you know what's not there? 
Any talking about hacking the election, any talk about, you know, 


Putin's misdeeds. And that's a little troubling, especially for 
someone who's in the satire business. 


SIMON: Surely, as a man of comedy, just the fact that he can make you 
laugh is worth a lot, isn't it? 


LEONARD: Yeah, absolutely. That's the troubling thing about this. 
There is - you know, I think comedy is a superpower. And a very smart 
person once said, if it can't be used for evil, it's not a superpower. 
And in this case, that's kind of what I feel is going on. 


SIMON: No one from the audience we interviewed said they missed not 
hearing jokes about Michael Flynn, Russian meddling or Vladimir 
Putin's repression. Troy Hung told us... 

TROY HUNG: I liked it - definitely better than talking about General 
Flynn - something more important that actually impacts people's lives. 
Now talk about the tax plan, how it's going to affect the American 
people. And yeah, I thought it was good. 

SEHA ALTURK: This is my seventh time. So I love it. 


SIMON: Seha Alturk and Chloe Sedlak say they're fans of "Redacted 
Tonight." 


ALTURK: I think it's the best political standup comedy in America. And 
I think it's better than even Russell Brand. 


SIMON: So you don't think of this as Russian propaganda? 
CHLOE SEDLAK: I was looking for that to some degree. And who can say? 


ALTURK: Let people say whatever they want to say. Don't label anybody. 
And people decide what they want to decide. 


SIMON: RT says no topics are off-limits on "Redacted Tonight." Lee 
Camp and his correspondents have full control. We asked Lee Camp for 
an interview but couldn't agree to his ground rules. Our exchange was 
professional and cordial. He said on his show last January 17... 


(SOUNDBITE OF TV SHOW, "REDACTED TONIGHT") 


CAMP: My script is not written by me. It's written every week by a 
group of heavily bearded Russian hackers... 


(LAUGHTER) 


CAMP: ...Living in caves in Siberia. 


(LAUGHTER) 


CAMP: Once they are done with the first draft, they pass it on to 
Julian Assange and the New Black Panthers, OK? 


(LAUGHTER) 


CAMP: They make a few tweaks - just a few. They then email that to a 
team of naked, angry, Third Wave feminists. 


SIMON: Julia Ioffe of The Atlantic says, despite such pointed japes, 
RT produces "Redacted Tonight" to assist its mission. 


IOFFE: There's a term called useful idiot. 
SIMON: But that was Lenin. 


IOFFE: It's apocryphally attributed to Lenin. I'm sure Lee Camp and 
his co-conspirators on the show have the best intentions. But they're 
being used for propaganda purposes. You know, it's the kind of a 
classic page out of the old Cold War playbook where you sponsor the 
people who kind of agree with your message in other parts of the 
world, which is, you know, you're against American imperialism. You 
think both parties are just as bad. You decry American actions abroad 
and American social injustices domestically. But the thing is the kind 
of underlying hypocrisy of it - which is they're not doing it for the 
rights and the lives of the little man or the little person. It's for 
Putin's power. 


SIMON: RT says it reaches 630 million people around the world. But 
that could just mean the number of people who have cable systems that 
carry the channel. RT segments sometimes get millions of views on 
YouTube, but studies show that's often sensational disaster clips, not 
their talk shows or "Redacted Tonight." And right-wing websites, 
including breitbart.com and Info Wars, have reposted some RT clips 
that boost Bashar al-Assad and Julian Assange. RT's actual audience in 
the United States has so far not been large enough to crack the 
rankings of cable news services, which means fewer than 30,000 people 
may be watching. That's not far from the average attendance at a 
Milwaukee Brewers baseball game.

Preacher Ralph Gordon Stair, 84, was arrested by Colleton County 
sheriff's deputies Monday morning, and S.C. Law Enforcement Division 
agents were serving a search warrant at the Overcomer Ministry, which 
is located on a rural property tucked off S.C. Highway 61, said Lt. 
Tyger Benton. 


Authorities said Stair is charged with three counts of criminal sexual 
conduct in the first degree, one count of assault with intent to 
commit criminal sexual conduct in the first degree, one count of 
kidnapping, one count of burglary in the first degree, one count of 
second-degree assault and one count of third-degree criminal sexual 
conduct with a minor......

The Post and Courier confirmed that Stair has been the subject of a 
wide-ranging state and federal criminal investigation 6 including the 
involvement of the FBI in the probe 6 since October. Benton said that 
the Department of Homeland Security, SLED and the Sheriff's Office 
were on scene during an early-morning raid of the premises. 


For more than three decades, people from across the country have 
flocked to Stair's secluded Christian commune near Walterboro to 


worship and live off the land. Drawn by Stairis preachings broadcast 
to radio stations around the world, members of Overcomer Ministry 
surrender their possessions and often sever contact with people 
outside the compound as they await the second coming of Christ. 


Natosha Lehr, a 16-year-old who said Stair sexually assaulted her 
numerous times over the course of five months this year, rejoiced at 
the news of his arrest. Lehr said Stair groped and molested her during 
her frequent visits to the farm, where she worked and attended worship 
services with her parents. She detailed the alleged sexual assaults in 
a video posted to YouTube this fall. 

"Everybody's happy now," said Lehr, who now lives with relatives in 
Pennsylvania. "I hope the whole compound actually shuts down." 


Stair in 2002 was arrested on two counts of second-degree criminal 
sexual conduct. In that case, two young women at Overcomer Ministry 
reported he raped them on numerous occasions, which he denied. 


He eventually pleaded guilty to two lesser counts of misdemeanor 
assault and battery. He was sentenced to time served. This story will

Colleton County Sheriffis Office personnel arrived at the Overcomer 
Ministry at 12680 Augusta Highway early Monday morning to take Ralph 
G. Stair, the leader of the religious compound, into custody on eight 
criminal charges. 


Lt. Tyger Benton, public information officer of the Colleton County 

Sheriffis Office said a large contingent of law enforcement officers 
arrived at the church compound Monday at approximately 7:30 a.m. to 

take Stair, 84, into custody. 


The charges, all filed by the sheriffis office investigators, include 
three counts of first-degree criminal sexual conduct and single counts 
of assault with the intent to commit criminal sexual conduct, 
kidnapping, second-degree assault, first-degree burglary, and third- 
degree criminal sexual conduct with a minor. 


Stair was transported to the Colleton County Detention Center on the 
charges and is expected to have a bond hearing Monday afternoon. 


The sheriffis office personnel arriving enmass at the compound were 
joined by agents of the South Carolina Law Enforcement Division and 
officers from the Federal Bureau of Investigation and Homeland 
Security Investigations. 


Thom Berry, public information officer for SLED, said the state agents 
and their federal counterparts were at the Overcomer Ministry armed 
with a search warrant for the compound. 


Berry said the search was part of an active and on-going investigation 
and the investigation work by SLED is continuing. He explained, iWe 
will go where it leads us.i 


The Colleton County began an investigation of Stair in early October 
and a few days later, requested SLEDis assistance in that 


investigation. 


The local investigation was started after the sheriffis office learned 


of two videos that showed up on the You Tube website on Sept. 30. 

One video focused on a young woman who alleged she was targeted by 
Stairis sexual advances while she was at the Augusta Highway compound. 
The second video, a collection of clips of Stairis church services, 
allegedly showed him suggestively touching underage females during 
church services. 


Mondayis allegations against Stair based on the video are not the 
first time he has been accused of inappropriate contact with an 
underage female. 


Stair appeared in Colleton County General Sessions Court in November 
of 2004, approximately two years after being charged with improperly 
touching two of his young female church members. 


In that court appearance, Stair, as part of a plea agreement, pled 
guilty to two reduced charges 6 assault and battery 6 and was given 
two 30-day jail terms with credit for time already spent in custody.

COLLETON COUNTY, S.C. (WCIV) - Multiple victims came forward to tell 
Colleton County deputies that their preacher, Ralph G. Stair, had 
sexually assaulted them over the past two decades, according to 14th 
Circuit Solicitor Duffie Stone. 


Stair, 84, was arrested Monday on several sex-crime charges ranging 
from different degrees of criminal sexual conduct to attempting to 
commit criminal sexual conduct. He also faces kidnapping and burglary 
charges. 


Stair is the voice that led Overcomer Ministry, an expansive church 
commune in the Candays community near Walterboro. 


The evangelist started the widely popular radio-based ministry more 
than two decades ago, and records indicate the sexual assault 
allegations against him date back that far as well. 


In 2002, Stair was charged with two counts of criminal sexual conduct 
second degree. In 2004, he faced two additional charges of the same 
type. Those charges were all dismissed. 


Stone couldnit comment on why the charges were dismissed because he 
wasnit in office at the time, and Stairis criminal history is part of 
the ongoing case against the defendant. 


With Stairis arrest on Monday came the revelation that allegations of 
sexual abuse of girls in the commune dated back years before his 2002 


arrest. 


A juvenile victim said Stair had sexually assaulted her in his office 
in the winter of 1992, according to an affidavit signed on Monday. 


Another affidavit reveals Stair forced another girl to have sex with 
him at least 35 times from 1998 to 1999. 


WCIV spoke with a teen on Monday who said Stair had sexually assaulted 


her starting just before she turned 16. 


iThis was in his radio room,i she said. iHe calls it his radio room. 
That is where he was most of the time, and that is where I was 
molested at.i 


At least three of the arrest warrants served on Monday also state 
Stair sexually assaulted other victims inside his radio room. 


Another victim told deputies that Stair fondled her in front of the 
congregation during a sermon and told the members he was ithe only 
person who could touch her.i 


The remaining warrants reveal far more graphic information. 


WCIV found newspaper articles in archives dating back to the late 
1980s when the coroner warned pregnant women to seek medical care. The 
warning came after an infant died because it was born 20 days after 
its due date. 


Property records reveal the church site is sprawling, with dozens of 
mobile homes and shared bathhouses. 


A search of the ministryis 501(c)(3) name (Faith Fellowship Cathedral, 
Incorporated), however, came back with no information other than its 
designation as a menis service organization. 


As for the teen who spoke with WCIV, she hopes Stairis arrest will 
provide some comfort. 


iI want to see that he goes to jail and he doesn't get out,i she said. 
iHe can serve his time for what he has done to other people and young 
girls.i 


Stair was moved from the Colleton County Detention Center on Tuesday 
to the Charleston County Detention Center due to safety concerns and 
his age. 


Stone also encouraged anyone else with information about the case to 
contact his office, since South Carolina does not have a statute of

WOMEN AT SOUTH CAROLINA RELIGIOUS COMPOUND SAY PREACHER SEXUALLY 
ASSAULTED THEM IN THE NAME OF GOD

For more than three decades, people from across the country have 
flocked to Ralph Gordon Stair's secluded Christian commune near 
Walterboro to worship and live off the land. Drawn by Stair's 
preachings broadcast to radio stations around the world, members of 
Overcomer Ministry surrender their possessions and often sever contact 
with people outside the compound as they await the second coming of 
Christ. 


It's here where multiple women say they were sexually assaulted by 
Stair, the group's 84-year-old leader who's at the center of a state 
and federal criminal investigation. 


Stair was arrested and taken into custody Monday on charges including 
criminal sexual conduct, kidnapping, burglary and assault, according 
to the Colleton County Sheriff's Office. 


Four women interviewed by The Post and Courier described incidents 
ranging from groping to rape they said occurred in Overcomer 
Ministry's radio room, dining hall and mobile homes on the rural 
property tucked off S.C. Highway 61. The women said Stair's sexual 
contact with them began with hugging -- sometimes in private and other 
times in front of members of the congregation -- and later escalated. 
The preacher and self-proclaimed "Last Day Prophet of God" reportedly 
told several women the alleged sexual acts were "God's will." 


The allegations bear strong similarities to charges leveled against 
Stair in 2002, when he was arrested on two counts of second-degree 
criminal sexual conduct. In that case, two young women reported that 
he raped them on numerous occasions, which he denied. 


"It was a consensual simple act of committing fornication or 
committing adultery. ... It was not a rape or an assault," he said 
when questioned about the incidents during a 2006 deposition in a 
civil case alleging financial misconduct. 


Stair eventually pleaded guilty to two lesser counts of misdemeanor 
assault and battery. He was sentenced to time served. 


Stair continued to proclaim his innocence after that case and even 
invited a Post and Courier reporter to tour the compound in 2007. In 
recent months, however, he has resisted multiple attempts by the 
newspaper to discuss new allegations that have surfaced against him. 


"IT have nothing to say," Stair told a reporter when reached by phone 
in October. He did not respond to two follow-up voicemail messages, an 
email and a certified letter seeking comment prior to his arrest. In 
late November, a man approached by reporters while exiting the 


compound that's surrounded by "no trespassing" signs said Stair "isn't 
doing any type of interviews." 


Colleton County investigators launched their probe in early October 
after officials were notified of videos published on YouTube. One 
video showed Stair touching a 12-year-old girl's breast during a 
worship service and subsequently saying, "I'm gonna touch them things 
till nobody else can touch them." In the other video, a 16-year-old 
girl accused Stair of sexually assaulting her over the course of five 
months this year. 


Agents from the State Law Enforcement Division, the FBI and the 
Department of Homeland Security later joined in the probe as the list 
of potential victims grew, authorities said. 


Authorities on Monday charged Stair with three counts of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct, one count of assault with intent to commit 
criminal sexual conduct in the first degree, one count of kidnapping, 
one count of first-degree burglary, one count of second-degree assault 
and battery, and one count of third-degree criminal sexual conduct 
with a minor. Stair waived a bond hearing Monday. One of his 
attorneys, Scott Lee, declined to comment about the case. 


Affidavits detail allegations of sexual assault dating to 1992, and 
the documents corroborate the stories of four women who told The Post 
and Courier that Stair assaulted them. Incident reports name at least 
13 individuals who have talked to authorities in the Sheriff's Office 
investigation. 


Pamela Brown, who left Overcomer Ministry this summer, said she did so 
after Stair repeatedly groped her, exposed himself to her and, on one 
occasion, sexually assaulted her, threatening to evict her from the 
commune if she didn't comply. 


Hannah Brown, Pamela's 19-year-old daughter, said she also was 
repeatedly groped by Stair over the course of three years, beginning 
in 2014 when she was 15. 


Natosha Lehr, the 16-year-old who told her story in the video posted 
to YouTube, said in an interview that Stair groped and fondled her 
when she attended church services and worked at Overcomer this year. 


Stacey Belford, 35, was among the young women whose allegations 
against Stair led to criminal charges in 2002. In 2000, the preacher 
allegedly forced her to have sex with him multiple times, Belford 
said. 


"He told me it was what God wanted," she said. "I just put my hands 


over my face and just let it happen because I was terrified. ... You 
don't say nothing against him because nobody's going to believe you." 


Brother Stair 


To the followers of his non-denominational ministry, he's known as 
Brother Stair. 


Born in Bethlehem, Pennsylvania, Stair has said he started preaching 
at age 16. He pastored several churches in other states, considering 
himself a "traveling evangelist," before forming Overcomer Ministry in 
the unincorporated community of Canadys during the early 1980s. 


His commune sits on 130 acres of land about 2 miles from the din of 
Interstate 95. Here, livestock roam and residents live in modest 
mobile homes and hand-built houses secluded from the road by a line of 
trees. The commune's roughly 70 residents give all their "worldly 
goods and monies to the Lord," according to the ministry's website. 


Stair's life at Overcomer revolves around a radio operation he runs on 
the commune, which broadcasts to AM, FM, satellite and shortwave 
stations around the world, according to the ministry's website. At any 
hour of the day, listeners can call a phone number to hear Stair's 
preachings. Radio broadcast is the ministry's biggest expenditure. 


At one point, Stair's sermons were being broadcast across 120 stations 
and attracting letters of support from people in 192 countries, The 
Post and Courier reported in 2007. 


That same year, a Colleton County jury awarded more than $731,000 to a 
group of defectors who sued Stair alleging he'd misled them about how 
their donations would be used. The defectors said they were told their 
contributions would help fund Stair's radio program but later 
discovered he had used some of the money for personal expenses, 
including attorney fees in the 2002 sex assault case. The S.C. Supreme 
Court later reversed the trial court decision, stating that "as 
reprehensible as R.G. Stair's misconduct (financial and otherwise) may 
be," the plaintiffs could not recover unrestricted gifts donated to a 
church. 


The preacher, a lanky man with a white beard and a striking, high- 
pitched voice, delivers exuberant sermons that stretch on for hours. 
His weekly Sabbath preachings often meander from religion to current 
events to outsiders' opinions of his ministry. 


"They call us a cult. What in the world is a cult? Huh? All we do is 
live on a community," Stair said during an October service that 
Overcomer Ministry posted on YouTube. "We're striving to live in 


unity." 


A brochure for prospective church members makes it clear: the world 
outside the walls of Overcomer Ministry may as well not exist. "We go 
nowhere, no shopping, or trips to see what have you. Your life will be 
here on the farm until Jesus comes," it reads. 


During his sermons, Stair occasionally draws attention to specific 
parishioners, such as Craig Mack, a former rapper with the Bad Boy 
Records label whose 1994 single "Flava in Ya Ear" earned a Grammy 
nomination. Mack has associated with the community for years but does 
not live on the property. In a YouTube video from several years ago, 
he is seen jumping up and down in the tabernacle after he denounces 
"wickedness" and rap, telling Stair he now practices "righteousness." 


More recently, Stair seemed to address the allegations against him in 
a video of a sermon uploaded to his ministry's YouTube page in 
October. 


"You know the last time that I went through this, they accused me back 
then of molesting ..." he told his followers during a service. "Now 
they're doing it again. And I've never done that. Never." 


In another YouTube video published in November, Stair appears to talk 
about coaching a young girl how she should respond if anyone ask if he 
hugs her. 


"She doesn't quite understand," he said to the congregation. "So when 

I give her a hug, I told her last night, I said, ‘If they ask you if I 
hug you, what're you gonna say?' I told her, ‘No, he hasn't hugged me. 
I hugged him. '" 

"Amen," one parishioner replied. Stair then proclaimed God's love for 
his congregation: "He's the one that does the lovin'." 


The parishioners raised their arms above their heads, cheering and 
clapping. 


On an afternoon in late November, the exterior of the unassuming 
property was quiet, save for the traffic that barreled past on the 
other side of a wire fence. 


At one of two long gravel driveways leading into the commune, two 
signs read, "Maranatha," the Aramaic expression meaning "the Lord is 
coming." 


The worshippers who live and work at Overcomer Ministry call 
themselves "the saints" and they believe the end of days is near. 


Photos on Overcomer's website depict a life that's simplistic and 
bound by Old Testament norms: women perform traditional domestic tasks 
such as meal preparation and laundry; men work in the woodshop and 
toil on the farm. A dress code requires modest and simple attire: 
women wear long dresses or skirts; men wear pants and collared shirts. 


Those who live on the compound work to maintain the expansive farm. A 
Post and Courier reporter who visited Overcomer in 2007 saw men 
laboring in fields as Stair's voice boomed from a speaker mounted to a 
pole. 


Defectors who were interviewed for this story said Stair's voice can 
usually be heard day-long from anywhere on the compound. 


Residents meet for communal meals in the dining hall, where Stair 
occasionally preaches and rebukes members whose actions he 
disapproves. The dining hall is his stage for hurling harsh criticisms 
at his followers, said a young woman who defected from the commune a 
few years ago. 


"You would get yelled at, touched upon, kicked out, emasculated. He 
would pick on anyone who comes into eye contact," said the woman, who 
asked not to be identified for fear of retribution. "Sometimes kids 
were afraid of him. He would call them up and call them out. Kids have 
cried. I've cried too myself." 


Thea Butler, 37, who grew up at Overcomer Ministry and defected in 
2001, said Stair's dining hall rants sometimes veered to humiliation 
of women who didn't return his sexual advances. 


"If they didn't let him do those things, he would yell and scream at 
them in the dining hall, and nobody wanted that to happen," Butler 
said. 


“Overcome by fear' 


Pamela Brown, 44, was drawn to Stair's words when she heard his 
impassioned shortwave radio sermons. 


"It was like nothing I'd ever heard before," she said of Stair's 
sermons. "He preached conviction, so it really got my attention." 


In July 2010, she and her husband left the Upstate city of Seneca and 
moved to Overcomer Ministry so their family of four could live in 


harmony on the self-sustaining farm. 


At first, they were extremely thankful to be part a part of the 


saints' world. But several months after their arrival, Brown's husband 
left the compound, citing theological disagreements with Stair. 


That's when the preacher took a newfound interest in her, Brown said. 
For five years beginning in 2012, she said, Stair sexually harassed 
the mother of two, and would find her on the grounds and offer up 
suggestive remarks. By 2016, Stair was groping and fondling her 
against her will. In 2017, she recalled, he groped, fondled and 
exposed himself to her on multiple occasions. Eventually, Stair issued 
Brown an ultimatum: have sex with him or be banished from the grounds. 


Stair would find her on the grounds and offer her unsolicited hugs, 
allowing his hands to travel down her back and touch her 
inappropriately, Brown recalled. 

"He'd grab me real quick and pull me close to his body," she said. 
"“Are you ready yet?' he'd say. He just kept saying, ‘I won't hurt 
you. I'll make you feel good.'" 


Joshua English-Short, 24, said he observed Stair grope and kiss Brown 
multiple times, usually out in the open during dining services, when 
he worked at Overcomer Ministry from 2013 until October. 


"When people would look," he said, "he'd tell people to stop being 
carnal." 


Brown said she didn't realize it at the time, but her daughter Hannah, 
now 19, also had been the target of the preacher's unwanted advances. 
Hannah later told her mother that Stair groped her for three years, 
beginning when she was 15. 


"He would even do it openly, and adults would walk by and act as if 
nothing was happening," Hannah Brown said. 


The problem got worse as she got older, Hannah Brown said. 


Overcomer Ministry, a commune, near Walterboro is run by Ralph Gordon 
Stair who has been accused of sexually assaulting several members who 
have lived or worked on the farm.

"(Stair) would say, ‘Don't you wanna please God? This is God's will. 
If you love God, you should do this,'" the teen said. 


Up until this year, Pamela Brown said she resisted the preacher's 
advances, but eventually relented during an April encounter in which 
Stair pressured her into having sex on an outdoor path near the 
cafeteria, she said. 


Brown said she worried about his threats to kick her off the land if 
she didn't give in to him. Her family had surrendered everything they 
owned to live at Overcomer. 

"It was not me desiring to be with him," she said. "It was something I 
was coerced into doing, something that was fearful." 


Looking back, Brown reflects on a sermon Stair delivered last year 
when he asked his followers for their absolute loyalty. He explained 
that he was there in God's place, like Jesus in the flesh, and 
deserved their utter obedience, she said. 


"That means no matter what it is, even if it is wrong, do it anyway," 
she said Stair explained, "because God has a purpose in it." 


“I wanted to run away' 


Natosha Lehr, the 16-year-old who shared her story in a video posted 
on YouTube, lived at Overcomer Ministry with her family off and on 
throughout childhood. Most recently, she and her parents visited the 
commune regularly to help with weeding and other chores on the farm, 
but they did not live on the property. 


Lehr said Stair started paying extra attention to her when she was 13. 
After she turned 15, he would seek her out alone in the dining hall, 
where she said he repeatedly fondled her. 


"He started saying things like, ‘Do you feel nice when I touch you?' 
and stuff like that. And I wouldn't answer because I just didn't know 
what to say," she said. 


On one occasion, Lehr said Stair asked her to visit his radio room, 
where he groped her. When she turned to leave, Stair grabbed her from 
behind and continued to molest her, she said. 


"When he was doing stuff like that, it felt like inside I wanted to 
run away but in reality I just kind of stood there because I never had 
anything happen like that before," she said. "It was just one of them 
moments where you just stay still like a brick." 


Lehr's interactions with Stair left her confused. He'd whisper sexual 
comments about her body and also put her down about her weight, she 
said. Stair would call her out if she tried to resist his hugs. 


The teen told her mother about the incidents. But when the alleged 
sexual contact with Stair continued, she confided in her 21-year-old 
sister, who lives out of state and encouraged her to contact 


authorities. Lehr has since moved to Pennsylvania with relatives. 


She's focused on healing and has enrolled in classes toward earning 
her GED. 


On Monday, Lehr rejoiced at the news of Stair's arrest, saying she 
expects the court case to bring a sense of peace to those who have 
suffered under Stair. 


"Everybody's happy now," she said. "I hope the whole compound actually 
shuts down." 


Pamela Brown said the news of Stair's arrest came with mixed feelings. 


"It's very humiliating. It's very humbling. It's shameful. I don't 
rejoice in seeing someone fall ... it's like a wound, and it's not 
healed." (via Mike Cooper, DXLD) 


SEVERAL RADIO STATIONS PULL S.C. PREACHER'S PROGRAM IN LIGHT OF SEX

Several stations across the country that broadcast Ralph Gordon 
Stair's radio show say they will no longer air his program in light of 
the embattled preacher's arrest Monday on sexual assault charges. 


Many of the six dozen or so followers who live and worship at 
Overcomer Ministry were drawn to the rural Christian compound outside 
of Walterboro thanks to Stair's impassioned radio sermons, according 
to multiple defectors interviewed by The Post and Courier. 


The 84-year-old's show, which is commonly billed as "Overcomer 
Ministry" and often referred to as the compoundis most effective 
recruitment arm, airs at various times throughout the day and night on 
at least 28 AM and FM stations.

Shortwave radio has also enabled the preacher, commonly referred to by 
his followers as Brother Stair, to reach listeners in far-flung 
countries. Stair has said radio broadcast is his ministry's biggest 
expenditure. 


Authorities on Monday charged Stair with three counts of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct, one count of assault with intent to commit 
criminal sexual conduct in the first degree, one count of kidnapping, 
one count of first-degree burglary, one count of second-degree assault 
and battery, and one count of third-degree criminal sexual conduct 
with a minor. 


A months-long investigation by the Colleton County Sheriffis Office, 
State Law Enforcement Division, FBI and Department of Homeland 
Security culminated Monday with the execution of a search warrant on 
the ministry, a secluded 130-acre swath of land where worshippers live 
in modest homes. 


Stair remains jailed without bail after multiple women came forward 
with sex assault allegations against Stair dating as far back as 1992. 
The allegations range from acts of groping to rape in Overcomer 
Ministry's radio room, mobile homes and during a sermon on the rural 
property along S.C. Highway 61 in Canadys. 


When reached by a reporter Tuesday, KCAA General Manager Mark 
Westwood, who operates several AM and FM stations that aired Stair's 
show across Southern California, said the preacheris contract had been 
terminated. 


"We replaced him right away," Westwood said, adding that KCAAis 
webmaster was working Tuesday to remove all references of Stair from 
the groupis website. 


In the Philadelphia area, AM radio station WTMR pulled Stair's 
program, according to the station's owner, Beasley Broadcast Group. 
The broadcast group also removed the programming from WAEC, an 
Atlanta-based AM station. 


Employees at most stations reached by The Post and Courier on Tuesday 
expressed surprise at the news of Stairis arrest, with several of them 
saying they will reconsider their business relationship with Stair 
going forward. 


"Weill definitely be looking into it," said T.R. Bumgardner, general 
manager of WKGM, an AM station in Virginia that has aired Stairis 
program since at least 2005. 


A general manager at another station said "Oh my gosh. I havenit heard 
a word about that," before hanging up on a reporter. 


Meanwhile, Stair's followers, who call themselves "the saints," will 
be permitted to remain on the rural compound, Colleton County 


Sheriffis Office Lt. Tyger Benton said Tuesday. 
Members of Overcomer Ministry surrender their possessions and often 
sever contact with people outside the compound as they await the

The BBC World Service and Sundance Institute, who are collaborating on 
a series of radio programmes and podcasts under the theme of 
Neighbour, have selected five projects from a pool of nearly 200 
applications to take forward into production. The selected projects 
will look at a range of stories with independent perspectives from 
around the world, including: 


a community garden in a diverse Massachusetts neighbourhood 

a land claim by Shinnecock Native Americans in an upscale Long Island 
enclave 

the impact of rapid urbanization in Lagos, Nigeria 

a look at how Finlandis unique national identity has been shaped 

the experiences of young unmarried couples in India. 

The series is expected to air on BBC World Service in 2018. 


Simon Pitts, Commissioning Editor, BBC World Service English, says:

passion for storytelling, and together weive selected these five 
exciting projects on a diverse range of stories from across the globe. 
Many of the producers come from a TV and film documentary background 
and weire delighted to be working with them as they turn their skills

Tabitha Jackson, Director of Sundance Institute's Documentary Film 
Program, says: iThese projects, and the teams behind them, embody the 
possibilities of artful non-fiction narratives in todayis crowded 
media environment. We and the BBC World Service share a keen interest 
in enabling independent storytellers to describe the world as they 
find it.i 


The collaboration provides an opportunity for documentary makers to 
tell stories in the English language for radio broadcast on the BBC 
World Service with its global audience of 75 million. The BBC World 
Service will provide creative mentorship for the duration of the 
production. Each project will comprise an audio documentary for radio 
and podcast, together with an accompanying short visual piece for the 
BBCis web and social channels. 


The working titles of selected projects include: 


How The Garden Grows, by Alexis Pancrazi and executive produced by 
Gini Reticker. Shining a spotlight on a community garden in 
Massachusetts which aims to build bonds between neighbours and 
communities. Gini Reticker is a Sundance Film Festival Alum with six 
credits at Sundance Competitions. Alexis Pancrazi was formerly 
production manager for Moyers & Company, who joined the Fork Films 
team in 2017. This will be her first audio producing credit. 


Conscience Point, directed by Treva Wurmfeld and produced by Amanda 
Spain, Treva Wurmfeld and Charles Certain. Following Shinnecock Native 
American activist Rebecca Genia, as she faces down her powerful 
Hamptons neighbours to resist the continued carve up of her ancestral 
land. 


Amanda Spain is a Sundance Creative Producing Fellow who has produced 
and directed shorts for ESPNis 30 for 30 series, and also directed In 
Their Boots, nominated for an IDA award. Treva Wurmfeld's directorial 
debut, Shepard & Dark, premiered at Toronto International Film 
Festival 2012 and won top awards at the Woodstock Int. Film Festival, 
the Cleveland Int. Film Festival and the Florida Film Festival. 
Charles Certain, Owner of Certain Media, is a Shinnecock Montauk 
Native residing on the Shinnecock Reservation in South Hampton, New 
York. 


The Battle For The Future Of Las Gidi by Ishan Thakore and Katie Jane 
Fernelius will look at the impact of rapid urbanization in Lagos, 
Nigeria, on some of the cityis poorer communities. Ishan Thakore is a 
multimedia journalist and recently completed a Fulbright-National 
Geographic Digital Storytelling Fellowship. Katie Jane Fernelius is a 
writer and radio maker who has worked on multimedia documentary 
projects in Africa. She recently returned from a Fulbright research 
fellowship in Lagos. 


We Might As Well Be Finnish by Kavita Pillay, explores how Finlandis 
unique identity has been shaped by its relationship with its two very 
different neighbours, Sweden and Russia. Kavita is a documentary 
filmmaker and was a 2016 Fulbright Nehru Scholar. She has been a 
freelance radio reporter for PRIis The World and has also worked for 


WGBH in Boston, a BBC partner. 


Good Marriages Make Good Neighbours by Shirley Abraham and Amit 
Madheshiya is about young couples in Mumbai fighting the stigma of 
being unmarried while living together. Fellows of Sundance Institute, 
MacArthur Foundation, Bertha Foundation and Arts Council England, 
Shirley Abraham and Amit Madheshiya are visual artists from India and 
their debut feature documentary The Cinema Travellers won a prize at 
Cannes 2016, amongst 15 ?other national and international awards. 


The series is a partnership between BBC World Service and Sundance 
Institute and the projects were selected by Mary Hockaday, Controller 
BBC World Service English and Simon Pitts, Commissioning Editor, BBC 
World Service, in consultation with Keri Putnam, Executive Director, 
Sundance Institute and Tabitha Jackson, Director of the Documentary 
Film Program at Sundance Institute.

> Transmitter for WHICH frequency?? 


7490 kHz it seems. I understand that the transmitter for this 
frequency has been described as a 50 kW mediumwave rig, modified for 
shortwave. And the two photos, posted to Twitter three hours ago, 
appear to show exactly this (Kai Ludwig, dxldyg via DXLD) 


Yes, the main 7490 transmitter is the one that suffered the fire. 
Glenn, the fire occurred this past Sunday night. The backup 7490 unit 
was placed into service almost immediately but 5130 was left offline 
the rest of the evening as a precaution. The 5130 unit is undamaged 
but required a thorough cleaning with the rest of the transmitter 
building. 5130 should be back online this evening for Allan's show at 
0100, and on its regular weekend schedule. Regards, Lw (Larry Will, 
ibid.)

WBCQ transmitter fire --- To our friends and fans: WBCQ suffered a 
transmitter fire earlier this week, destroying one of our main 
transmitters. Fortunately no one was hurt, the damage to our facility 
and other equipment is minimal, and our backup equipment is online and 
working well. 


This is quite devastating to us. There is much work to be done but we 


will survive. Your support at this time is greatly appreciated. 


Allan will discuss this on his show tonight at 8:00PM US eastern time 
(0100 UT) on WBCQ 7.490 and 5.130 MHz.

7490.080, Dec 15 at 2114, WBCQ is S7 to $9+10 during ‘Financial 
Survival’ conspiracy theories. It’s the backup transmitter running 30 
kW as we learn later, following a disastrous fire which destroyed the 
original WBCQ-1 transmitter on Dec 10. 


Allan Weiner was going to tell us all about it on his Friday night 
show, so I made a point of listening to it all on webcast, taking 
extensive notes, UT Saturday Dec 16 from 0100 on (7490). At 0040 
check, 7489.80 itself was found to be a JBA carrier; 5130 not yet on 
but might have been better. 


It’s a monologue by AW, with interjexions from others mostly off£-mike 
in the studio. If this seem somewhat disjointed, I am presenting the 
info roughly in the order it came over. 


Says this broadcast is on 7490 and 5130; with Angela, Scott and 
Timtron. AW is not feeling well, has had an atrial fibrillation 
[irregular heart rhythm] attack:

which hits him about three times a year. 


Disaster hit Sunday December 10, as it was snowing. Fire destroyed the 
#1 transmitter. There are five other transmitters, including the new 
#6 which is for 3265. (One of the others is apparently a backup.) 


Last year’s fund drive with a goal of $500K raised only 4 or 5K$, but 
he’s grateful for that; paid part of the $6K cost for shipping the new 
transmitter from California. 


He and the crew had just been rebuilding #1 the past three years. The 
renovation cost $50-80K. And it went back into service about 6 weeks 
ago, working fine. Originally a Harris MW-50, converted to a SW-50. 
Has very good efficiency of 90%, but a flaw. 


Surrounding the tubes running 22 kv is a fiberglass ducting plenum, 
dating from the original unit 40 years ago, so deteriorated. It caught 


fire. Last Sunday signed on at 5 pm as usual for Marion's Attic; by 6 
pm, it was burning as AW walked into the transmitter building; turned 
off the HV. Fiberglass is made of explosive resins, impossible to put 
out. Caused extensive devastation, debris all over the building which 
contains two other transmitters. 


Along with the atrial fibrillation, AW is on heart and blood pressure 
meds. This situation was not good for his conditions. 


The #2 transmitter is for 5130; #3 is the backup 30 kW for 7490, which 
was untouched and soon switched on to resume broadcasting. 


Fortunately the building did not burn down, which it could have; it 
has three-quarter-inch plaster which deflects heat. The wiring, power 
supply, etc., are OK; just that there is soot over everything which 
must be cleaned up, as electricity and soot=carbon do not mix! 


He has been unable to get insurance for WBCQ, since it’s ‘‘at the end 
of nowhere’* and as an international broadcast station a °* terrorist 
target’*. Has tried to get insurance for ten years. 


[Merriam-Webster Definition of plenum. 1b: an air-filled space ina 
structure; especially: one that receives air from a blower for 
distribution (as in a ventilation system) ] 


Plenum is an air ducting system, from the main blower to cool the two 
main tubes. He thinks this happened in a flash, as the fibreglass, 
which has metallic fibers (?) within it, broke down. It had only been 
on air for an hour when the ducting ignited. The blower kept running, 
fanning the flames. 


He wants to replace this ASAP and needs to raise $20K to purchase 
another used SW transmitter. AW has one in mind, which apparently has 
already been converted from MW to bona fide SW, but will need further 
parts and work, and high shipping costs. 


Frequent plugs for gofundme or contribute via the WBCQ.com website. 
Even JL has contributed via gofundme!! 


WBCQ is not making a profit; depends on unpaid volunteers. AW says he 
has not raised rates since starting in «1998! (despite inflation), 
charging anywhere from $10 to $60 an hour depending on the amount of 
time purchased. This is to accommodate free-speech clients who he 
knows could not afford higher rates. 


The 3265 #5 [6?] transmitter has the same plenum problem, so that is 
being replaced with half-inch teflon. Still waiting for a major client 
for it. Anyone else running a Harris transmitter with fibreglass 


plenum should take note and replace it before they have such a fire! 


““Get this right, Glenn Hauser --- all the other transmitters are 
fine’*. For this very reason, they are in two other buildings. 


(?? IF I did not get something right, it’s because no one tells me 
directly what's happening -- gh) 


A new SW transmitter from Ampegon or CCA would cost $300K to $500K, 
out of the question. WBCQ has always relied on used equipment, 
converted for SW. 


The replacement transmitter is of a different shape than the burned 
one; the building walls will have to be modified so it will fit, but 
this is doable. 


Most work will be volunteer, but will pay a crew to clean up the 
building. Temp is now 4 degrees, minus wind chill. Not much work can 
be done until spring, but plans to have the new rig going by mid- 
summer, better than ever. 


This was a chemical problem that no one foresaw. Harris cut corners by 
using fibreglass. ‘‘Harris built a time-bomb’*’. 


I was wondering if Allan would ever say anything about the 9330 
transmitter, and why we can’t hear it. He does say it's #4 in another 
building, and unaffected by the fire. 


It’s now past 0200 when he starts to reply to e-mail, acknowledge some 
contributors. His benedixion starts at 0217 as the show is almost 
over. 


Of course, we wish Allan and everyone at WBCQ the best, and good luck 
in carrying through on getting back to 50 kW on 7490. 


John Carver, mid-north Indiana, sends his report on this same 
broadcast: 


‘““Tonight's show started on time this evening. Listening on 5130 as 
7490 was plagued with long, deep fades and coming in with the high 
point in the swing being S5. 5130 is not great this evening at S5-S7 
but the fades don't seem to be as bad here. 


Allan opened the show with the news of the 7490 transmitter fire. 
Angela, Dr. Becker and TimTron were in the studio with him. Allan is 
not feeling well, suffering effects of stress and the smoke from the 
fire. At 0108 the noise came up making it hard to copy. Allan said he 
was having some heart problems from the stress, smoke and not being 


able to breathe in the transmitter building while putting out the 
fire. Lots of details about the fire and the clean up. 


It sounds like they're still running with one mic in the studio this 
week. Understandable with all that's been going on since last week's 
program. No insurance on the station as Allan states that the 
insurance companies consider the station to be a terrorist target. 


Has started a Go Fund Me page to raise money to buy another 
transmitter. Has another transmitter in mind if they can raise the 
money. Transmitter would be shipped to a warehouse in Presque Isle and 
converted there and then moved to the station probably in the spring. 


Transmitter for 3265 is being torn down and the fiberglass air ducting 
is being removed as this is what caused the two previous fires in the 
7490 transmitter and the 3265 transmitter has the same fiberglass 
ducting in it. 


Wants to raise at least twenty thousand dollars to defray the costs of 
another transmitter. New transmitter would cost three hundred thousand 
dollars. 


No damage to the transmitter buildings or any of the wiring or other 
equipment contained there. Losing large hunks of the conversation in 
the fades. Signal has dropped to S5 and less now. As usual 5130 
transmitter shuts down at 0202 right in the middle of a sentence. I 
know they're having all sorts of problems at the station but they 
really should fix that and leave 5130 on till the end of the program.

TimTron Worldwide on 5130 was live for both hours as Tim was at the 
station. He did say during the show that the 7490 backup transmitter 
had been bucking and farting and went down during Shortwave Saturday 
Night and he got it fixed and back on the air. He also said that he 
had repaired an old ribbon mic while there so there were now two 
working mics in the studio (John Carver, IN, UT Dec 17, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST)

Since their transmitter fire WBCQ is on reduced power (Mark Coady,

xk US A. 9455, Dec 13 at 1054, 1435 and 1640 chex, this WRMI #5 
transmitter at 285 degrees is missing, when it should be audible like 
9395 & 9955. 


9455, Dec 14 at 0659, 1442 and 1537 chex, this WRMI transmitter, #5, 
continues to be off the air; easily confirmed by comparing to 9395 & 
9955 which are always on. This could impact two Tuesday and one 
Wednesday broadcast of World of Radio, as well as many other programs, 
including all those originally on still silent 15770 at 21-22. 


9455, Dec 15 at 0710, WRMI-5 is back on the air, S9+10 with Oldies // 
9395. 9455 had been AWOL since at least 1054 Dec 13 when first 
noticed. Still on at 1428 with ‘The Power Hour’; 1520 back to Oldies 
// 9395 & >> 7780, as TPH replay only lasts two hours now at 13-15 
weekdays. It would make more sense for the replay of Friday afternoon 
to go out on Saturday morning rather than Monday; unsure which without 
checking yet. 


11530, Dec 16 at 0652, WRMI with Brother Scare singing at S9+20, about 
equal to // 11580; so Radio Herwa International likely to ensue at 
0700, and probably R. Biafra presued until 0530. There are extreme 
variations in reception of these in the nightmiddle, often JBA 
carriers. 


9395, Dec 16 at 2118, WRMI ‘Oldies’ service with VOA News relay ending 
at 2120 (instead of ‘The Power Hour’ on weekdays) 


[and non]. 9955, UT Sunday Dec 17 at 0009, YL in Spanish is talking 
about (her?) paintings in the Cuban exile community, vs. jamming of a 
different type than usual: machine-gun-like bursts interrupted by 
quick pauses about 25 times per minute. Is it Mirka? No, WRMI sked 
shows 0000-0015 Sunday is ‘Moderna’ which gets one other airing UT 
Monday at 0115-0130. It’s hardly clear that she is finished at 0015 
when WRMI suddenly switches to gospel huxter in English, ‘Words of 
Life Ministry’ from Buford GA, as the jamming continues, also with 
some traditional pulsing. 


We’ ve noted ‘Moderna’ before, with a blurb on the Programming page, 
http: //wrmi.net/index.php/programming/ 

identifying her as Yadira Escobar, but totally confused scheduling 
info. She promotes reconciliation across the Straits; tough, jam her 
anyway ! 


9455, Dec 17 at 0713, comparing WRMI Oldies with // 9395, I can tell 
that the 9455 transmitter is slightly unstable, wobbling while 9395 is 
not. See also NIGERIA [non] 


9955, UT Mon Dec 18 at 0115, WRMI introduces ‘Moderna’ and blogger 
Yadira starts her commentary in Spanish, main subject being the FCC 
voting against Net Neutrality. Apparently this will also impact Cuba's 
fledgling internet, already tightly government-controlled. Points out 
that SW is also regulated, requiring a license. VG S9+35 fading to S9, 
no jamming audible this time, unlike the previous broadcast until 0015 
December 17. 


9395 // 9455, Dec 19 at 0630, WRMI Oldies with Beach Boys? song about 
““two girls for every boy’. I never listen to this for any length of 
time, just tune across, but am sure I have encountered this tune many 
times before, making me wonder just how limited their playlist may be? 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 5970, Dec 13 at 0701, WEWN Spanish is continually breaking 
up with crackle, splattering plus/minus 10 kHz. Still scratchy at 
1427. 


12065, Dec 13 at 1418, WEWN English in Teresa's RCC talkshow, S9+30 
with squeals, and spurblob peaks approx. plus and minus 9 kHz, and 
double that weaker at 18 kHz --- just like we would hear whenever 
15610 arrived with a very strong fundamental signal. I.e., circa 
12047, 12056, 12074, 12083. The spur field range is detectable out to 
plus/minus 25 kHz, 12040-12090, bad news for innocent bystations 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 17775.150, Dec 13 at 1526, KVOH playing ‘Feliz Navidad’ 
tune, JosE? Distorted and considerably off-frequency. Splatter field 
only 17765-17785, not further into the 18068+ hamband at the moment, 
altho fundamental is quite strong. 


(BTW, I have remeasured and refined the correxion factors on the R75 
for precise frequency measurements to the Hz. Probably accurate to 
within 2 Hz) 


17775.149, Dec 15 at 1521, KVOH is S9+30 and distorted in Spanish, but 
no spur field audible, still off-frequency like Dec 13 at same time. 


17775.017, Dec 15 at 1911, KVOH Spanish sermon is S9+20 and somewhat 
suptorted, but closer to frequency than last few days. Perhaps they 
Saw my measurements of +150 Hz or so. No spur field detectable (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xk US A. 5085, Dec 13 at 0705, WIWW-2 is still on with S9+20 of dead 
air. Wonder when the music stopped? 


12105, Dec 15 at 1917, WIWW-3 reactivated after several months! I 
bandscan past here just about every day and nothing until now. It’s 
$9+20 with ‘“‘Wish Upon a Star’*, not exactly Xmasmx, but at 1920, 
KI40SH from Fairview TN utters Xmas wishes, then to Armed Forces too; 
Ted ad for Icom transceivers, 1923 *‘All Xmasmx all the time from 
WTWW**. Modulation is somewhat distorted, a pity for a music service, 
and carrier wobbles with BFO on. 2107 recheck, still on but faded 
drastically to S5-S7. More hams are making recorded Xmas greetings. 


12105 was originally dedicated to *‘‘Bible Worldwide’ in a few strange 
languages such as Yoruba, but now there is reason to add it to my 
caradio BSR-1 memories in order to keep track of it. Xmasmx is the 
stuff Ted has been running on 5085 at night, and one would expect the 
same on WTWW-2°s day frequency 9930, but not. 


The only other user of 12105, per NDXC/Aoki is RFA Burmese via Tinian 
at 1230-1430. As far as FCC is concerned, WTWW may use 12105 any time 
between 1400 and 0600 during B-17. See the schedule at 

https: //transition.fcc.gov/ib/sand/neg/h£_web/B17FCCO1. TXT 

which among many other versions of B-17 info can be reached via 

http: //www.worldofradio.com 


VP carrier still on 12105 at 0044 and 0053 Dec 16, but can’t hear any 
music or other modulation. Guess what: next check at 0651, I still get 
a JBA carrier, exciter? then Xmasmx about Santa Claus blasts on at S9 
for a few seconds, and gone again. At 1359 Dec 16, the JBA carrier is 
presumably Tinian, tho FCC allows for a 30-minute overlap. 


When was 12105 last logged from WTWW? April 2017, per the MARE Log 
Summary issued in late September. Searching my logs, I last had 12105 
with dead air on May 13 and 16, no signal on May 20, 2017. IIRC, the 
Bibling had ceased quite a while before then. 


The #3 transmitter is a different model than the others, and we 
concluded that when it broke, Ted couldn't fix it. Or course the 
current 12105 activity could be from #2 transmitter, since it’s not on 
5085 or 9930 when we are hearing 12105. 9475 is running as usual with 
SFAW. Only if we ever hear three WTWW frequencies at once, shall we 
know that all transmitters are operational (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF 


RADIO 1909, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


12105, Dec 16 at 1905, 2157 chex, no signal on the WTWW-3 frequency, 
unlike yesterday afternoon (and nightmiddle) when it was Xmasmx. Nor 
is 9930 on, no ‘Theater Organ in the Ozarx’, but 9475 with deviant 
“QSO* show after 1900. 


5085, UT Sun Dec 17 at 0204, Xmasmx, ©‘First Noel**, not organ now 
either. 


12105, Dec 17 at 1432, poor signal with music, unseems Xmas, until 
1437, ~‘Winter Wonderland**, so no doubt the #3 frequency of WTWW but 
hardly propagating yet. In the Bible-Worldwide days it was never on 
air until afternoons. But FCC-available from 1400, and as already 
heard, could be run anytime Ted feel like it. 


12105, Dec 17 at 1707, now it’s inbooming, soul version of **Santa 
Claus is Comin’ to Town’, 1708 Xmas greeting in English by another 
canned ham in Ohio. What does Ted have against SWLs greeting on a SW 
broadcast station? Carrier remains wobbly and music modulation 
distorted. 


12105, Dec 17 at 2305, no signal from WTWW Xmasmx, nor 5085, but that 
is on a couple of hours later. 


12105, Dec 19 at 0634, music VP S2-S4, must be WTWW still with Xmasmx 
all the time, and that includes the nightmiddle when hardly 
propagating. We were wondering why they weren’t running this on WTWW-2 
9930 daytime frequency for better coverage; by 2122 Dec 19 check, 
12105 is off, and indeed after AWOL for weeks, 9930 is on with Xmasmx 
at S9+30/40. 9475 also on with SFAW but we have still never heard all 
three transmitters on the air at once (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) [Later: all three are being heard] 


xx US A. 9228v, Dec 8, 2104, WWRB. Found a spur of 9370 here at 2104 
drifting down from 9228.75 to 9228.52 by 2135. Religious preaching by 
M, and promo for Bro. Stair at 2116, //9370 of course. Good and easily 
readable at tune-in, but faded badly by t/out. Nothing noted on the 
upper side. An audio file can be heard by using this link:

9229.4v, Dec 15, 1844, WWRB. Found the spur of 9370 WWRB here again at 
1844 during Bro. Stair program. Then found the weaker 9510.6v spur on 
the upper side. Upon generating a screenshot of the spurs, found that 
9229.4v was in LSB and 9510.6v was in USB. Strange (Dave Valko, Dunlo, 
PA, Perseus SDR and Wellbrook ALA1530S loop antenna, SW Bulletin Dec 
17 via DXLD) 


3215, UT Mon Dec 18 at 0101, WWRB is S9+40 with far-right politico- 
religious talk (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xk US A. 7505v, Dec 19 at 0204 check, no sign of WRNO (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 15555-USB mode transmission, out of WJHR Milton FL according 
Aoki database list. At 1837 UT, S=9+15dB in east coast [sic] N AM in 
MI-US state, religious? talk on drugs, alcohol, "Word of God" needed, 
CLEAN AUDIO modulation heard on software defined radio in usb mode 
tuning selection [selected SDR options, span 12.5 kHz RBW 15.3 Hertz] 
(Wolfgang B,schel, df£5sx, aAfternoon log on Dec 17 at 18-19 UT slot, 
heard here in Germany, Belgium, and England remote SDR installations, 
wwdxc BC-DX TopNews dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST)

KQV radio, the historic local iall news/all the timei AM station that 
has been broadcasting for nearly a century, intends to go off the air 
at the end of the night Dec. 31. 


Station general manager and owner Robert W. Dickey Jr. said he 
delivered the news Friday morning to his staff of about 20 in the KQV 
office at Centre City Tower, Downtown. 


iCandidly, I think itis a sad day for broadcasting,i Mr. Dickey told 
the Post-Gazette afterward. iItis fair to say weive been trying to 
provide a community service. The bottom line is I just canit sustain 
the business model. Weire an independent, labor-intensive format, and 
we were happy to take it on as long as we could financially do it.i 
Deaths in his family were also a factor in ending the stationis run on 
1410, Mr. Dickey said. His father, a former station manager, joined 
with billionaire Richard Mellon Scaife to form Calvary Inc. and 
purchase the station in 1982. The senior Robert W. Dickey died in 
2011, Mr. Scaife sold his shares to the Dickey family in 2013, and Mr. 
Dickey Jr. had been running the station with his sister, Cheryl Scott, 
its president and business manager, until she died last month. 


The station traces its roots to 1919, and Mr. Dickey said he is unsure 
now what will happen to the license and 1410 frequency. He did not 
consider a sale or format change at the station, he said, because of 
his familyis longtime focus on delivering news as a mission. 


iWe perceived the world of reporting on the news as a sacred one,i he 
said. iThereis got to be commitment to the product, and that attitude 
kept the station on air for as many years as it has.i 


The station has used an all-news format since 1975, and before that 
was one of the favorite stations for local teens to discover the 
growing pop and rock music scene from the late 1950s into the early 
170s (via Kevin Redding, ABDX via DXLD)

Not to be 
confused with WLAA, Bithlo, Florida (D1) which is also phonetically 
the same ("Que Buena") and strong by sunrise on the frequency, and 
also with Mexi-tunes, sometimes sloganing as "La Jefa Que Buena." WPMO 
with CBS Sports co-channel, then by 1120, WTCL Christian talk co- 


channel followed by WLAA dominating. Presume, like so many others, not 
operating pre-sunrise proper power. 


1580, ALABAMA, WVOK, Oxford. 1119 December 17, 2017. Automated Classic 
Oldies Rock (Linda Ronstadt, Led Zeppelin, Don McLean, Bee Gees) and a 
Country semi-local (Bobby Jewel), just a Country (Blake Shelton) and a 
quasi-Hair Band (Tesla). Male canned "A-M 15-80, WVOK, Oxford" at 1200 
immediately into old time Country/Bluegrass Gospel vocals (on a local 
Sunday).

"Vatican News" at present comprises the Spanish, Portuguese, Italian, 
English, French and German services. Next ones to join are, perhaps, 
Arabic and Chinese. 


The other language services still produce audio content under the old 
"Radio Vatican" label. It is completely unclear so far how long the 
complete transformation will take. 


The editor-in-chief will be choosen by "Monsignor Eduardo Dario 
Vigano" who is at present the editor-in-chief himself. "Of course the 
pope has always priority", they will not be able to report as much 
about other matters as they did in the past.

ACTRESS HEDY LAMARR LAID THE GROUNDWORK FOR SOME OF TODAYiS WIRELESS 
TECH --- @6Bombshelli tells the story of Lamarris double life as a 
Hollywood starlet and inventor

Once billed as ithe most beautiful woman in the world,i actress Hedy 
Lamarr is often remembered for Golden Age Hollywood hits like Samson 
and Delilah. But Lamarr was gifted with more than just a face for 
film; she had a mind for science. 


A new documentary, Bombshell: The Hedy Lamarr Story, spotlights 
Lamarris lesser-known legacy as an inventor. The film explores how the 
pretty veneer that Lamarr shrewdly used to advance her acting career 
ultimately trapped her in a life she found emotionally isolating and 
intellectually unfulfilling. 


Lamarr, born in Vienna in 1914, first earned notoriety for a nude 
scene in a 1933 Czech-Austrian film. Determined to rise above that 
cinematic scarlet letter, Lamarr fled her unhappy first marriage and 
sailed to New York in 1937. En route, she charmed film mogul Louis B. 
Mayer into signing her. Stateside, she became a Hollywood icon by day 
and an inventor by night. 


Bombshell Now playing Zeitgeist Films Find showtimes 


Lamarris interest in gadgetry began in childhood, though she never 
pursued an engineering education. Her most influential brainchild was 
a method of covert radio communication called frequency hopping, which 
involves sending a message over many different frequencies, jumping 
between channels in an order known only to the sender and receiver. So 
if an adversary tried to jam the signal on a certain channel, it would 
be intercepted for only a moment. 


During World War II, Lamarr partnered with composer George Antheil to 
design a frequency-hopping device for steering antisubmarine 
torpedoes. The pair got a patent, but the U.S. Navy didnit take the 
invention seriously. iThe Navy basically told her, 6You know, youid be 
helping the war a lot more, little lady, if you got out and sold war 
bonds rather than sat around trying to invent,i i biographer Richard 
Rhodes says in the film. Ultimately, the film suggests, Lamarris 
bombshell image and the sexism of the day stifled her inventing 
ambitions. Yet, frequency hopping paved the way for some of todayis 
wireless technologies. 


Throughout Bombshell, animated sketches illustrate Lamarris 
inventions, but the film doesnit dig deep into the science. The 
primary focus is the tension between Lamarris love of invention and 
her Hollywood image. With commentary from family and historians, as 
well as old interviews with Lamarr, Bombshell paints a sympathetic 
portrait of a woman troubled by her superficial reputation and 
yearning for recognition of her scientific intellect (Science News Dec 
9 via Will Martin, DXLD) a.k.a. spread spectrum (gh)

EXPLOSION - THE EVER GROWING LIST OF FM TRANSLATORS 


Mild curiosity --- should I get my Sony XDR tuner back out of packing? 
I packed my tuner away because the FM dial is just about trashed here 
in SW MO, with IBOC, satellators, and the plethora translators. 


I just noticed on the Forums today and over the past couple weeks that 
Doug Smith has posted a gazillion new FM translator assignments for AM 
radio stations. Will this make the E-skip season any better for new DX 
opportunities or is the beginning of an FM graveyard? I'm really 
curious about this (Jim Thomas, http://db.wtfda.org Dec 16, WTFDA gg 
via DXLD) 


Jim, I guess you have to decide the future of your Sony tuner, but I 
know here in Indianapolis at 5 miles from the main TV/FM antenna farm, 
the FM dial is a total mess of RF. The old CM Probe 9 antenna outdoors 
was performing its duties quite well a couple years ago, but now even 
it doesn't seem to be able to cut through much of the new FM swamp. 
Compared to DXing FM when I was much younger in the late '60s and 
through the '70s, there is an amazing difference. 


When I read through Doug's recent posting of those "gazillion" new FM 
translator assignments for AM stations, I could only shake my head in 


amazement. Before long the FM dial will take on the noisy sounds of 
the AM dial, especially at the "graveyard" spots like 1230, 1240, 
1340, 1400, 1450 and 1490. Sad (Steve, Indianapolis, Rich, ibid.) 


You may be pleasantly surprised just how well your XDR does with IBOC. 
It won't do much with translators though. 


- I just counted and I see 566 translator applications on file. I'm 
not certain they're done (we may see more next week). They also have 
to deal with mutually-exclusive groups (those will go to auction). 


- There will be another window early in 2018, where Class A and B AM 
stations will be allowed to apply. Class A stations are the big "clear 
channel" operations; class B stations are those on other-than- 
"graveyard" channels allowed to run significant power at night. 


I suspect there will be few frequencies left by the time they apply. 


- Jim, I only see ten in Missouri: 
98.7 Boonville (forgot to look up the primary) 
95.7 Cape Girardeau (KAPE_1550) 

93.5 Carthage (KDMO-1490) 
95.3 Columbia (KFAL-900) 
94.3 Fredericktown (KYLS-1450) 

105.7 Houston (KBTC-1250) 

103.3 Osage Beach (KRMS-1150) 
92.1 Piedmont (KPWB-1140) 

101.3 Sedalia (KDRO-1490) 

107.9 Warrensburg (KOKO-1450) 


- I'm not sure I entirely understand what the qualifications were for 
this window. I thought you weren't eligible if you already had a 
translator but I see at least two applications in here proposing to 
relay AM stations that already have translators (but at different 
sites). 


- The official protected coverage area of an FM station may be far 
less than one thinks. 


Class Protected area radius 
C (100 kw/600 m) 92 km 
C1 (100 kw/300 m) 72 km 


B (50 kw/150 m) 65 km 
A (6 kw/100 m) 28 km 
D (250 w/100 m) 13 km (typical translator. Higher antennas are 


possible leading to larger protected radii) 
LPFM (100 w/ 30 m) 6 km 


- There was an interesting proceeding earlier last week. There's a 
regulation that prohibits two translators with substantially identical 
coverage areas from relaying the same primary station. Someone 
challenged the operation of a translator -- in North Carolina if I 
recall properly -- because it was relaying the HD3 sub of its primary, 
while another translator at the same site was relaying the HD2. The 
challenger argued that the translators were violating that regulation. 


The FCC said that since they haven't yet ruled on the validity of 
relaying a HD2/HD3 sub into analog they weren't going to sanction the 
translator in question (with an emphasis on "yet", although it is hard 
to see a way they could put that genie back in the bottle). 


- There have been FAR more recent pirate busts than I've posted. I 
found a stack of them in the Enforcement Bureau which never went on 
Public Notice. One operator in New Jersey was operating pirates on 
three different frequencies at the same site! 

== (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, ibid.) 


There will definitely be more next week. The applications that are 
going on file this week aren't actually new - they're the survivors 
from about 900 applications that went in to the window the FCC opened 
in July and August for class C and D stations to apply. As Doug notes, 
about 100 of the applications in that window were mutually-exclusive; 
the rest were "singletons" and the FCC has a window open until this 
Thursday for those singletons to file grantable long-form 
applications. 


The MX'd stations had an opportunity in November to file settlements - 
they could negotiate amongst themselves either for technical 
settlements (stations A and B both applied for 99.3, and perhaps A can 
work on 98.9 and B can stay on 99.3) or for financial settlements 
(station B pays A to make its 99.3 app go away). Only a very small 
handful that couldn't reach settlements will go to auction. I don't 
expect that to be more than a dozen or so groups. 


It really all depends on the location. There are still places where 
there are channels available, and others that are completely filled 


up. 


The important thing to remember whenever you hear anyone say "this 
will make all of FM like the graveyard channels" is that it won't. The 
graveyard AM channels are bad because skywave exists. If you put 1000 
watts into the air on 1490 in Springfield, Missouri, it will add 
(maybe not a lot, but at least a little) to the cumulative noise floor 
in Springfield, Illinois and Springfield, Tennessee. Multiply that by 
400 stations on the channel nationwide and you have cacophony. 


Put 250 watts into the air on 99.3 in Springfield, Missouri and it has 
no effect at all on 99.3 in Springfield, Illinois - or probably even 
an hour down the road in Joplin. 


Yes, the translator windows are filling local dials, but they're not 
having the same kind of cumulative effect that the graveyard AM 
channels had, because FM on VHF just doesn't work the same way AM on 
MW does. s (Scott Fybush, NY, ibid.) 


FWIW I count 72 pirates issued Noticed of Unlicensed Operation since 
the beginning of October. Two were fined a total of $18,800. 


There was an AM pirate busted, although there's a bigger story to 
that. The station (WCAZ-990) was once licensed. Their license renewal 
was dismissed due to unpaid fees, but the station continued 
broadcasting. 


Most of the pirates busted were in the NYC, Boston, or Miami areas 
(but there were busts in Alabama, Connecticut, Las Vegas, 
Pennsylvania, and Texas). At least 14 of the pirates in the NYC area 
were adjacent-channel to licensed stations (Doug Smith, ibid.) 


The majority of the actions against pirates were not ibustsi but just 
notices of unlicensed operation. Most, if not all, of the pirates that 
got notices or fines here in the Boston area, are still on the air. 
(Jeff Lehmann, Hanson, MA, ibid.) 


Doug, Thanks for the additional information. I see that WSYW-AM 810, 
Indianapolis, 250 watts, ND antenna, "DAYTIME ONLY" has submitted an 
application for an FM translator on 94.3. The AM has been violating 
its license stipulation of "Daytime Only" for YEARS by staying on the 
air hours past local sunset. Just recently have I noticed that it is 
signing off the air closer to local sunset. It seems that this station 
should have had its license revoked YEARS ago (Steve Rich, 
Indianapolis, ibid.) 


It's not like listening to multiple stations simultaneously in the 
background as is the case with AM, but with the multitude of new FM 
stations all crammed in an area, there is an interference issue, 
especially while moving in a vehicle. A weaker station now starts 
getting pounded by another station with a slightly stronger signal. 
It's more congested and not nearly as easy to listen to somewhat 
weaker stations as in prior years. There is a lot more co-channel 
interference because the stations are so closely packed together. 


For example, stations that used to be very listenable for say 35 miles 
from the transmitter site, are now reduced to 20-25 miles before 
another station or stations start walking over it. Nothing like having 


that "frying" sound of another FM station in the background of an FM 
station you are attempting to listen to. And let's not get into the 
ugly issues that IBOC causes with many of these same stations. I 
rarely listen to any radio station these days. With so many listening 
options, many of which are commercial-free, terrestrial radio almost 
seems obsolete (Steve, Indianapolis, Rich, ibid.) 


I still listen to a lot of terrestrial radio, even though I have lots 
of other options at home, in the car, and at work. For example, the 
car is equipped with XM/Sirius, but it also is equipped with an Alexa 
Echo dot for hands-free options to listen to podcasts, or Wi-FI 
stations. 


At home and at work, desktop receivers provide XM/Sirius, bluetooth, 
Alexa, etc. Heck, I still can listen to my jazz CD collection at the 
office if I want. 


But I find myself more often using Alexa to tune in terrestrial radio 
stations in other markets as I work. For example, WTOP in Washington, 
DC is one of my favorite news sources. I also enjoy listening to KTLA 
in Los Angeles. 


FM DXing has grown more challenging, even in the short three-year time 
that Iive been active in this part of the hobby. Iim trying to combat 
the challenge by employing new equipment and techniques. The narrow 
beam width and high F/B ratio of the Korner 9.2 antenna help a lot. 
Automated overnight recording and RDS monitoring of multiple channels 
have put two dozen new MS stations into the log this year. 


But the translators are a problem. Without at least isemi-quieti 
channels, itis going to be nearly impossible to DX outside of strong 
e-skip openings. The FCC seems to be concerned about creating hot- 
spots of coverage within a very localized area, and whatever happens 
at the fringes of those spots is acceptable to themdeven if itis a 
complete jumble of stations. 


Ironically, I turned to FM DXing because noise levels and congestion 
had made the AM band unlistenable. With stations leaving AM now, that 
band may actually improve for DXIng even as FM gets more difficult. 
73, (Les Rayburn, NiLF, 121 Mayfair Park, Maylene, AL 35114, EM63nf, 
ibid.) 


Your next to last paragraph is basically right. With a few exceptions 
(Class B/B1 stations, protected to 54/57 dBu respectively), stations 
are protected from interference out to the 60 dBu contour. But in 

reality, the signal is still listenable down to something like 40-45 
dBu. So, yes, there is usually a fringe area where the signal can be 
heard, but that area is not considered part of the station's licensed 


"service area." In that region, you could easily have a jumble (- Trip 
Ericson, http://www.rabbitears.info ibid.) 


I've found, even here is the jam-packed Northeast Corridor that FM Es 
comes through all but the strongest translators and LP's. These are 
often nullable as well. I haven't given up on FM yet for that reason. 
I have one overpowered and useless LP locally which just runs more 
rock music that some of the commercial channels also offer, and it's 
killed a good DX channel. The loosened COL rules permitted it to have 
its transmitter closer to me and higher as well, and the initial idea 
that LP's wouldn't duplicate commercial programming was laughable from 
early on. I've lost one other Es channel to a local AM translator but 
I'd largely heard almost all I could there (Russ Edmunds, Blue Bell, 
PA ( 15 mi NW of Philadelphia ), Grid FN20id, ibid.) 


FM DXing is done for me. No use trying to fight it anymore. IBOC and 

the translators and the LPFMs won and I lost. Not sure about TV DXing 
but I'm sure they'll muck that up also. I will be spending much more 

time with my wife and grandkids this summer (Mike Bugaj, Enfield, CT, 
ibid.) 


Same here. Almost completely given up on DXing from home because the 
band is a wasteland of IBOC and LP's. If I was just getting into DXing 
maybe I'd give it a go but remembering what it used to be like makes 
it a dead issue for me. On the other hand I DX when I travel for work 
and pleasure. The SDR captures I did in PEI a few weeks ago have some 
nice tropo and the most intense Meteor Scatter I have ever heard in 35 
years of DXing (recordings and listing will be posted here when 
completed, stand by!). So in this way the hobby for me is still going 
strong. I just don't have a home total that matters to me any longer. 


Back to Jim's original question, I think, about taking out the Sony HD 
tuner and using it. I'd say give it a good try from March through 
August and see what tropo and eskip make it through the mess. You'll 
never know until you try it. In all fairness I found eskip here still 
quite possible on nearly all frequencies as long as I tweaked the 
antenna just right to null the locals at the Meriden Mountain 
transmitter site. The SDR makes that very easy as you can see the HD 
Sidebands rise and fall at a very specific spot. Having a very 
selective antenna for that is also quite necessary and thank goodness 
my APS-13 still is alive although I discovered last week the old 
CM9515HD rotor might be frozen or dead (Bill Nollman, Farmington, CT, 
ibid.) 


I try to take Mike Hunter's attitude as well. I have doubts that many 
of the commercial translators can be valuable assets to their owners, 
given that they are crowding each other out in a broader terrestrial 
radio advertising market that is generally not growing. I forsee a lot 


of flips, moves, sales, etc. amongst especially the smaller and 
signal-challenged translators, that will create at least temporary 
DXing opportunities on "lost" frequencies. 


Our technology has also improved. SDR hardware and software is 
improving, including the ability to establish or utilize "remote 
bases" in less crowded areas. I am hoping some of these will arise 
with FM-oriented antennas and receivers in good DXing areas. I have 
some ideas myself if I had the time and money. 


It's definitely a challenge, but part of the fun of FM DXing vs 
AM/SWL/Amateur DXing is the rarity and challenges that come with the 
chase.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 - 17 December 2017 


Solar activity was quiet throughout the entire reporting period. The 
strongest event was a B6 flare from a plage region on the E. limb at 
11/0052 UTC. A filament was observed in SDO/AIA 304 imagery lifting 
off of the SE quadrant, near S25E47, at approximately 15/1229 UTC. 
The event was modeled using WSA/Enlil which suggested the potential 
for the periphery of the CME to become geoeffective around 19 Dec. 
No additional Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal to high levels on 11 and 17 Dec, normal to moderate levels 

were observed on 12 and 13 Dec and moderate levels were observed on 
14-16 Dec. A maximum flux of 2,300 pfu was observed at 11/0000 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to G1 (Minor), mostly 
due to CH HSS influence, during the reporting period. Quiet levels 
were observed on 15-16 Dec; quiet to unsettled levels were observed 
on 11 and 13-14 Dec; quiet to active levels were observed on 12 Dec; 
the peak levels of quiet to G1 (Minor) levels were observed 17 Dec. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 DEC 2017 - 13 JAN 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels throughout the 
forecast period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach moderate levels on 18 Dec, 22 Dec - 01 Jan, and 
Q7-13 Jan; high levels are likely on 19-21 Dec and 02-06 Jan. All 
increases in electron flux are anticipated due to the expected 
influence of recurrent CH HSSs.
